Route of Atlantic 
Liners. 


BY JOHN CALLAN OLAUOHLIN. 

Washington, D. C., April 19.—[Special: ]— 
Safety of life on the great lakes and the ocean 
will be assured by the government as far as 
possible as a result of the Titanic disaster. 

It may be expected congress will pass laws 
covering adequate boat equipment, wireless 
operation, ete., and that President Taft. 
through the state department, will conclude 
negotiations with foreign governments look- 
ing to protection of ships on the great lakes 
and at sea. 

Asa preliminary to this end, Mr. Taft will 
call an international conference in accerd- 
ance with a recommendation made to him by 
Secretary ot Commerce and Labor Nagel, 
who returned from New Yorak this after- 
noon. 


Ocean Lanes Moved Southward. 

A first step toward protecting the traveling 
public was taken today when the Hydro- 
graphic office ordered the lanes of Atlantic 
liners moved 180 miles southward from that 
which was being pursued by the Titanic when 
it ran against the berg last Sunday night. 

This will take the vessels out of the dan- 
gerous fields of ice. 

According to the understanding of the hy- 
drographic office, the British and Continental 
lines have agreed to the following lanes of 
travel: 

The west bound track to follow Great 
Grand circle to latitude 39 degrees north, 
longitude 45 degrees west, then along the 
thirty-ninth parallel to 60 degrees west, then 
to Nantucket; lightship, then to Ambrose 
lightship. ge 

The east bound track, from Ambrose light- 
ship to latitude 40 degrees north, longitude 
70 degrees west, then to latitude 88 degrees 
20 minutes north, and longitude 50 degrees 
west, then along the parallel of 88 degrees, 
20 minutes, to 45 degrees west, then the great 
eee to Bishop’s rock. © ~ : 

Comprehensive Bills on Tap. 

The committees of both houses of congress 
are formulating bills of a comprehensive 
character, and the state department now is 


. sounding forsign governments with a view 


to determing x how far they will go to pro- 
tect passengets crossing the oceans. 

So far as the great lakes are concerned, the 
British government has indicated its entire 
willingness to cooperate with the United 
States to insure the safety of vessels in those 
waters. This likewise is true of the At- 
lantic and other seas 

Congressman Alexander of Missouri, chair- 
man of the committee on merchant marine 
and fisheries, said today the bills to be 
enacted will apply to the great lakes as 
well as to the ocean. 

“ We are going over the whole subject,” he 
continued, and hope to report a bill that 
will be comprehenstve and meet all the re- 
quirements of the situation. 


In Force on Big Waters. 
Its provisions will have force upon the 
great lakes and the ocean. It will compe! 


| adequate equipment in the way of boats and 


life saving appliances for every person on 
passenger steamers. 

“I have received<a letter from Mr. Good- 
rich, president of the Goodrich Transit com- 
pany of Chicago, suggesting we pass a bill 
requiring wireless on freight as well as pas- 
senger vessels.” I have suggestions from 
other sources also. All these will be consid- 
ered by the committee. 

“I was a member of the subcommittee 
which framed our present wireless law. At 
the time the law was being considered we 
discussed the advisability. of requiring the 
presence of two operators on every passen- 
ger vessel. The ship owners. however, pro- 
tested on the ground the expense would be 
% heavy as to be burdensome, since the 
cost of equipping their ships with wireless 
would be enormous. They thought one oper- 
ator would be sufficient.”’ : 


Two Operators Needed. 

The experience of the Titanic and the 
Carpathia shows the necessity of two opera- 
tors. It is evident a man should be at the 
key all the time, This is physically impos- 
sible for a single operator but is easy with 
two.“ 

Mr. Alexander is using an international 
agreemerit requiring passenger vessels to ob- 
serve certain routes at travel. A resolution 
requesting the president to negotiate such an 
agreement has been favorably reported by 
the marine and fisheries committee, 

He also wants an agreement for an inter- 
national patrol of the ice fields, with a view 
to the transmission of information to all 
ships as to the location. of ice. 

Another suggestion Mr. Alexander ts anx- 
fous to have the president take up contem- 
plates the calling of an international con- 
ference for the purpose of making uniform 


‘| rules with reference to the inspection of 


vessels, including wireless and other safety 
appliances.

ISMAY TELLS OF WRECK,

Denies He Fled Before Women 
Had Chance to Leave 
the Vessel. 


DESCRIBE RESCUE EFFORTS 


New York, Apr 19.—The seriousness of 
the inquiry by the United States senate in- 
Vestigating committee into the Titanic dis- 
aster was disclosed tonight when Senator 
William Alden Smith of Michigan, the chair- 
man, at first fladly refused to let any of the 
officers or the 200-odd members of the crew 
of the sunken steamship get beyond the 
jurisdiction of the United States government. 
The men were all to have sailed tomorrow 
on the steamer Lapland. 

Later it was decided that the greater part 
of the crew would be permitted to sail, but 
that the twelve men and four officers 
among the survivors now under subpoena, 
together with J. Bruce Ismay, would not be 
allowed to depart. 

It was explained that Mr. 
anxious to leave at once for Europe, as he 
had been worn out by his experiences, and 
felt the need of returning quickly to his 
English home for a rest. His pleas, how- 
ever, were unavailing. 


Men Who Testified. 

The first day brought out important feat- 
ures in connection with the wreck. These 
were disclosed in the examination of Mr. 
Ismay, Arthur Henry Rostron, captain of the 
rescue ship Carpathia, and Second Officer 
Lightholder of the Titanic, Wildam Mar- 
coni, inventor of the wireless telegraph; 
Thomas Cottam, the wireless operator of ths 
Carpathia, and others. 

Among other things, today’s testimony 
showed: 

That the biggest ship ever built sank 
in midocean because it was being 
rushed forward almost at top speed 
and crashed into a field of icebergs 
after warnings had been given to 
look out. 

That the small number of lives 
saved was due to the fact there were 
not enough life boats on board to 
accommodate the passengers. 

Ismay Tells of Wreck. 

Because of his position as managing di- 
rector of the White Star line the testimony of 
Mr. Ismay was the most important given. 

Mr. Ismay, who plainly showed his nerv- 
ousness while on the stand, told in whispers 
of his escape from the sinking liner from the 
time he pushed away in a boat with the 
women until he found himself, clad in hip 
pajamas, aboard the Carpathia. 

He was not sure in just what boat he left 
the Titanic, nor was he sure how long he 
remained on the liner after it struck. He 
added, however, that before he entered a 
lifeboat he had been told that there were no 


Ismay was 


more women on the deck. 

Mr. Iemay denied that there had been any 
censoring of messages from the Carpathia. 
Other witnesses, including Capt. Rostron of 
the Carpathia, bore him out in this, with the 
explanation that the lone wireless operator 
on the rescue ship, swamped with personal 
messages, was unable to send matter for the 


press. : 
Text of Ismay Testimony. 

Mr. Ismay was called and sworn in by 

Chairman Smith. His testimony, in full, fol- 


lows: 
„Are you an official of the White Sta 


une ' asked Senator Smith. “I am,” said 
Mr. Ismpy. 

Q.—In what capacity? 
rector. 

Q.—As such an officer, were you officially 
designated to make a trial trip in the Titanic? 
A.—No. 2 ’ 

Q.—Then it was a voluntary trip on your 
part? A.—I was a voluntary passenger. 

Q.—When and where did you board the 
steamship? A.—At Southampton at 9:30 in 
the morning of the 10th of April. 

SENATOR SMITH—WiI! you kindly tell the 
committee the circumstances surrounding 
your voyage as succinctly as possible, begin- 
ning with your going aboard the vessel at 
Southampton, your place on the ship, and the 


A.—Managing di- 


voyage with any circumstances you may feel 
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would be helpful to us in this inquiry? 

MR. ISMAY—As near as I remember, it was 
the Ist of April that the Titanic made its trial 
trip, which wae perfectly satisfactory. On 
the voyage over, we left Southampton at 12 
o’clock and arrived at Cherbourg that even- 
ng, having made the run at sixty-eight 
revolutions. We left Cherbourg and pro- 
ceeded to Queenstown, arriving there, I think, 
at midday on Thursday. We ranged, I think, 
about seventy revolutions. We embarked 
passengers and proceeded at seventy revolu- 
tions. I am not absolutely clear on the run 
on the first day. I think it was between 464 
and 474 miles. The second day we proceeded 
at seventy-two revolutions, the third day at 
seventy-five. I think that day we ran either 
576 or 579 miles. The weather continued fine, 
except for about ten minutes of fog one even- 
ing. The accident took place on Sunday night. 
The exact time I don't know. I was in bed 
asleep when it happened. The ship sank, Iam 
told, at 2:20 in the morning. That is all I 
think that I can tell you at this moment. The 
ship had never been at full speed. This would 
have been seventy-eight revolutions, working 
up to eighty. It hadn't all its boilers on. I 


may say that it was intended, It we had fair 


weather Monday afternoon or Tuesday, to 
drive the steamship at full spared. Unfortu- 
nately the catastrophe prevented this. 


Awakened by Collision. 
SENATOR SMITH—Can you describe what 
you did after the impact or colliston ? 

MR. ISMAY—I presume the impact awak- 
enéd me. I lay for a minute or two and 
then I got up and went into the passageway, 
where I met a steward and asked him what 
was the matter. He replied, ‘ I don't know. 
sir Then I went hack to my stateroom, 
put on my overcoat and went up to the bridge, 
where I saw Capt. Smith. “ What has hap- 
pened?” I asked him. “We have struck 
ice,” he replied. “Is the injury sertous? I 
asked. He replied; “I think it is." Then I 
came down and in an entryway saw the chief 
engineer. I asked him if he thought there 
was any serious injury. He said he believed 
there was. Walking along the deck I met 
an officer on the starboard side and assisted 
him as best I could in getting out the women 
and children. I steyed up on deck unth 
the starboard collapsible coat was lowered. 

Last Boat on That Side. 

SENATOR SMITH—Was it the last boat? 

MR. ISMAY—The last, £0 far as I know; 
certainly the last on that side. 

SENATOR SMITH—Was the captain then 
on the bridge? 

MR. ISMAY—That I can’t say. 

SENATOR SMITH-—Did the captain re- 
main on the bridge? 

MR. ISMAY—I don't know. 

SENATOR SMITH—Then the statement of 
the captain was that the ship was seriously 
in danger and that of the chief engineer was 
to the same effect with the hope that the 
pumps could be kept going? 

MR. ISMAY—Practically that. 

SENATOR SMITH—Did you have any talk 
with the other officers than the captain, the 
chief engineer, and the steward you met? 

MR. ISMAY—No. 

SENATOR SMITH—Did the officers seem 
to know the serious character of this col- 
ion? 

MR. 1SMAY—That I could not tell. I had 
no conversation with them. 

SENATOR SMITH—Did any officer say it 
was not serious? 


MR. ISMAY—No, sir. 
SENATOR SMITH—You went to the bridge 


‘cident? 


immediately after you left your room? 

MR. ISMAY—Xes. Atter I put on my coat 
I went straight to the bridge. The captain 
was there. eae 2 

SENATOR SMITH—In what part of the 
ship were your quarters? 

MR. ISMAY—On B deck, just aft of the 
main companionway. 

SENATOR SMITH—Describe just what B 
deck was. 

MR. ISMAY—The sun deck is the first 
deck, then comes A deck and then B deck. 
[A diagram of the ship was produced show- 
ing the location of Mr. Ismay'’s room. The 
suite that he occupied was numbered 52, 54. 
and 56.] 

SENATOR SMITH—Do you know how 
many passengers were on this deck? 

MR. ISMAY—I have nq idea how many 
passengers there were. 

SENATOR SMITH—F¥ou say your trip was 
voluntary? 

MR. ISMAY—Absolutély and for the pur- 
pose of seeing the ship in action. I had no 
business in New York at all. It was simply 
a case of wishing to see how the vessel be- 
hawed and of getting ideas for improvements 
in a new ship which we are building. 


* 
Builders’ Representative Aboard. 


SENATOR SMITH—Was there any official 
or ‘representative of the builders on board? 

MR. ISMAY—Yes, the representative of the 
builders was Mr. Thomas Andrews. 

SENATOR SMITH—What was the occa- 
sion of his voyage? 

MR. ISMAY—To see whether everything 
was eatisfactory, also see how he could 
improve on the Titanic. 

SENATOR SMITH—Was he a man of large 
experience?” 

MR. ISMAY-—Yes, he had part in the con- 
struction of the ship itself. 

SENATOR SMITH—Was he among the 
survivors? . 

MR. ISMAT— Unfortunately, no. 

SENATOR SMTTH-rhen you are the only 
executive officer outside of the ship’s cus- 
tomary officers aboard? 

MR. ISMAY—Yes, sir. 

SENATOR SMITH—Did you have occasion 
to consult the captain about the movement 
of the ship? 

MR. ISMAY—Never. 

SENATOR SMITH—Did he consult you? 

MR. ISMAY—Never. Perhaps I am wrong 
in that. What we had talked about was not 
an attempt to arrive at the New York light- 
ship before 5 o'clock Wednesday morning. 
That was arranged before we left Queens- 


town. 
Slow Increase in Speed. 


SENATOR SMITH—Was it supposed that 
you could reach New York by that time with- 
out putting the steamship to Its full capacity? 

MR. ISMAY—O, yes. Nothing was to be 
gained by arriving sooner than that.

Testimony of Capt. Rostron. 

Capt. Rostron of the Carpathia followed 
Mr. Ismay. He told Mr. Smith that he had 
been captain of the 'Carpathia since last 
January, but that he had been a seaman 
twenty-seven years. 

‘* What day did you last sail from New 
York with the Carpathia? asked Senator 
Smith. 

“ April 14,“ said Capt. Rostron, “ bound 
for Gibraltar.” 

How many passengers did you have? 

“I think 120 first class, 50 second class, 
and about 565 third class passengers. 

“Tell the committee all that happened 
after you left New Tork.“ 

We backed out of the dock at noon 
Thursday. Up to Sunday midnight we had 
fine, clear weather. At 12:35 Monday morn- 
ing I was informed of the urgent distress 
signal from the Titanic.“ 

By whom? 

The wireless operator and first officer. 
The message was that the Titanic was in 
immediate danger. I gave the order to turn 
the ship around as soon as the Titanic had 
given its position. I set a course to pick up 
the Titanic, which was fifty-eight miles west 
of my position. I sent for the chief engi- 
neer; told him to put on another watch of 
stokers and make all speed for the Titanic. 
I told the first officer to stop all deck work, 
tet out the life boats. and be ready for any 
emergency. The chief steward and doctors

Carpathia Had 20 Lifeboats. 

Capt. Rostron said the Carpathia had 
twenty lifeboats of its own, in accordance 
with the British regulations. 

„ Wouldn't that indicate that the regula- 
tions are out of date, your ship being much 
smaller than the Titanic, ‘which also car- 
ried twenty lfeboats?’’ Senator Smith 
asked. 

„% No. The Titanic was supposed to be a 
lifeboat itself. . 

Tou say that the captain of a ship has 

absolute contro] over the movements of his 
vessel?’ 
„es, by law that is the rule,” Capt) 
Rostron answered. But suppose we get 
orders from the owners of our ship todoa 
certain thing. If we do hot execute that 
order we are liable to dismissal. When I 
turned back for New York with the rescued 
I sent a message to the Cunard line office 
stating that I was proceeding to New York 
unless otherwise ordered. I then immediate- 
ly proceeded. I received no order to change 
my course.”’ 

Capt. Rostron then explained that it was 
for the good of the shipwrecked people that 
he brought his ship to New York instead of 
going to Halifax.’ 


Ismay Smiles at Answer. 
Mr. Ismay, smiled as Capt. Rostron said 
he never knew of a managing director of one 
une giving directions to the captain of an- 
other line when a passenger on the captain’s 
boat. 

At Representative Hughes’ suggestion 
Capt. Rostron was asked further about the 
life boat with one officer and one seaman in 
it. This was the boat from which the repre- 
sentative’s daughter was rescued. At least 
two women were rowing in this boat. In an- 
other life boat he saw women at the oars, but 
how many he could not tell. 

Why so few messages came from the 
Carpathia was gone into. Capt. Rostron 
said the first messages, all substantially the 
same, were sent to the White Star line, the 
Cunard line, and the Associated Press. Then 
the first and second cabin passenger lists 
were sent, when the wireless failed. 

Senator Smith said some complaint had 
been heard that the Carpathia had not an- 
awered President Taft's inquiry for Maj. 
Butt. Capt. Rostron declared a reply was 
sent not on board.“ 

He declared he knew of no attempt of 
President Taft to communicate directly with 
the Carpathia. 

Caught Appeal by Chance. 

Absolutely no cepsorship was exercised, 
he said. The wireless continued working all 
the way in, the Marcon! operator being con- 
stantly at the key. 

In discussing the strength ‘of the Cu- 
pathia’s wireless, Capt. Rostron said the Car- 
pathia was only fifty-eight miles from the 
Titanic when the call for help came.

Marconi on the Stand. 

William Marconi, the wtreless inventor, 
took the stand as soon as the hearing was 
resumed for the afternoon. He said he was 
the chairman of the British Marconi com- 
pany. Under instructions of the company, he 
said, operators must take their orders from 
the captain of the ship on which they are 
employ ed. 

Do the regulations prescribe whether one 
or two operators should be aboard the ocean 
vessels?” 

Les, on ships like the Titanic and Olympic, 
two are carried, said Mr. Marconi. The 
Carpathia, a smaller boat, carries one. The 
Carpathia wireless apparaius is a short dis- 
tance equipment. The maximum efficiency 
of the Carpathia wireless, I should say, was 
200 miles. The wireless equipment on the T- 
tanic was available 500 miles during the day- 
time and 1,000 miles at night 

“Do you consider that the Titanic was 


| equipped with the latest improved wireless 


apparatus? 
Tes; I should say that it had the best.” 
Senator Smith asked if amateur or rival 
concerns interfered with the wireless com- 
munication of the Carpathia. 


Interference by Outsiders. 

“T am unable to say. Near New York I 
have an impression there was some slight in- 
terference, but when the Carpathia was far- 
ther out in touch with New York and Nova 
Scotia there was practically no interference.” 

Did you hear the captain of the Carpathia 
say in his testimony that they caught this 
distress message from the Titanic almost 
providentially?” asked Senator Smith. 

“Yes, I did. It was absolutely — 
tial.“ 

Ought it not to be incumbent upon ships 
to have an operator always at the key?’ 

“ Yes, but the ship owners do not like to 
carry two operators when they can get along 
with one. The smaller boat Ownerg do not 
like the expense of two operators.“ 

Only through the néwspapers, he said, had 
he information about the Carpathia refusing 
to reply to a request of President Taft for 
news. 

“IT asked the operator last night and he told 
me he never dreamed of such a thing. 


Testimony of Second Officer. 

That finished Mr. Marconi's testimony. 
Charles Herbert Lightholder, second officer 
of the Titanic, followed Mr. Marconi on the 
stand. Mr. Lightholder said he understood 
the maximum speed of Titanic, as shown by 
its trial tests, to have been 22% to 23 knots. 

Senator Smith asked if the rule requiring 
life saving apparatus to be in each room for 
each passenger was complied with. 

Nverything was complete, said Light- 
holder. Sixteen lifeboats, of which four 
were collapsible, were on the Titanic, he 
added. During the tests, he said, Capt. Clark 
of the British board of trade was aboard the 
Titanic to inspect its life saving equipment. 

How thorough are these captains of the 
board of trade im inspecting ships?’ asked 
Senator Smith. | 

Capt. Clark is sagthorough that we called 
him a nuisance.” 


Remained Until Ship Sank. 


Lightholder said he was in the sea with a 
Ute belt on one hour and a half after the 
Titanic sank. 

Where were you when the Titanic sank?“ 

In the officers’ quarters.“ 

Were all the lifeboats gone then?’ 

All but one. I was about fifteen feet from 
it. It was hanging in the tackle and they 
were trying to get it over the bulwarks the 
last time Isawit.

The witness said the next communication 
with the Titanic was four minutes later, when 
he confirmed the positions of both vessels. 

Immediately after telling the Titanic of 
the Olympic’s attempt to get im communica- 
tion with it, the former, the witness said, 
sought the Olympic’s aid, reporting that it 
was head down and giving its position. 

“I was in communication with the Titanic 
at regular intervals until the final message. 
said Cottam. “This was ‘come quick; our 
engine room is filling up to the boilers.’ "’ 

Senator Smith subjected the witmess to a 
close questioning as to how he reported these 
messages. He asked whether Cottam an- 
swered them at his own discretion. 

No, sir,“ said the witness, I always re- 
ported them personally to the captain.“ 

Cottam said that after the Titanic’s sur- 
vivors Were picked up he worked practically 
continuously until Tuesday, when he fell 
asleep at his post. He could not tell when 
he dropped from exhaustion nor when he 
woke.

Postofflce Department Issues Order to 
Postmaster for Attention to Reports 
from Intended Beneficiaries. 


The postoffice department at Washington 
has issued an order to all postmasters direct- 
ing that all inquiries in regard to money 
orders tranemitted and lost on the Titanic 
receive prompt and careful attention and be 
reported to the department at once. The 
directions relate to the large number of in- 
ternational money orders which went down 
with the steamer. 

The order, issued from the office of Third 
Assistant Postmaster General James 9. 
Britt, was received by Postmaster Campbell 
last night. It read: 

“Among the millions of piedes of mail 
matter carried on the lost steamship Titanic 
there were doubtless thousands of dollars’ 
worth of international money orders. 

It is the earnest desire of the department 
that postmasters give careful attention to 
the inquiries made and promptly report the 
fects to the third assistant postmaster gen- 
eral (division of money orders) to the end 
that every effort may be made to insure early 
payment to ue intended beneficiaries.’

ones were dead visited the third class de- 
partment of the company. | 

Nels Paulson, 754 Townsend street, whore 
wife and four children were on the Titanic. 
was informed that none of the members of 
his family had been rescued. Paulson looked 
pale and ill whemhe leaned hungry eyed over 
the desk and asked in broken English if his 
wife or children had been accounted for. 

Chief Clerk Ivar Holmstrom scanned the 
list of third class passengers saved. He 
failed to find therg any of the names enumer- 
ated by Paulson. 

Perhaps they did not sail, de suggested 
hopefully. Then he looked over the list of 
those who shipped third class on the Titanic 
at Queenstown. The process of elimination 
was now complete. 

* Your famity was on the boat, but none of 
them are accounted for,“ said Clerk Holm- 
strom. 

The man on the other side of the counter 
Was assisted to a seat. His face and hands 
were bathed in cold water before he became 
fully conscious. He was finally assisted to 
the street by Gust Johnson, a friend who 
arrived with him. Paulson's grief was the 
most acute of any who visited the offices of 
the White Star, but his loss was the greatest. 
His whole family had been wiped out. 


Thomas Foley’s Brother Gone. 
Thomas Foley, 3157 Harrison street. a 
street car conductor, a well built young man, 
with an unspoiled Irish burr in-his speech, 
called to ask if the morning newspapers had 
correctly included the name of Joseph Foley. 
his brother, in the list of those missing. At 


| first Chief Clerk Holstrom failed to find the 


name of Joseph Foley in the passenger list, 
and the Chicago brother heaved a sigh of re- 
ef. 

But the clerk scanned the list once more 
and found the name this time, The White 
Star accounts for Joseph Foley the same 
way as it does for 1,605 other passengers. 

I guess he is gone,“ said Foley, pulling 
excitedly at his pipe. “ Poor lad, he was a 
fine, clean cut young fellow, 26, he was. 
The last letter I wrote I told him to stay at 
home on the farm with the old folks. Joe 
is the first to go. There were twelve of us 
children, eight boys and four girls. They 
are all in the old country except myself and 
Nick, who is a fireman for the Chicago and 
Northwestern in Chicago.” 


Hope for Sister Crushed. 

Miss Signa Dahlberg, 1888 Calumet avenue, 
who had been haunting the White Star of- 
ces for the last three days, received word 
yesterday which crushed her last hope for 
the safety of her sister, Miss Gerda Dahl- 
berg. She refused to give up hope till shown 
the complete list of the rescued and the of- 
ficial list of those who sailed. Her sister's 

name was on the latter list, but not on the 
former. 

Mrs. A. G. Garvey, 303 Bugente street, was 
one of the few who went away smiling. Mrs. 
Garvey was told her sister, Miss Anna Kelly, 
was safe in New York, Mrs. Thomas Me- 
Dermott, 3241 North Ashland avenue, was 
informed that her sister, Ates Katherine Me- 
Gowan, and her niece, Miss Annie McGowan, 
a 17 year old girl, who had been visiting in 
Ireland. were numbered with ‘the living. 

There was a touch of romance about the 
appearance of a young woman who said her 
name was Alma Anderson, and lived at 
2728 Hampden court. She asked in a tremu- 
lous voice whether Olaf Swenson had been 
rescued from the Titanic. She was about to 
become hysterical when she was told that 
his name was not among those rescued. 

„But,“ said Clerk Holmstrom, “ he may 
not have been a passenger.“ 

The young woman wiped her face vigor- 
ously while the clerk looked through the 
sailing list. Finally he announced smil- 
ingly that no Olaf Swenson had shipped on 
the Titanic. Miss ann deamed as she

STEAD’S SON. 


CRITICISM BY 


Believes Captain of Vessel Was Ordered 
Not to Delay Trip. 


LONDON, April 10.—Sinister suggestions 
have been in circulation since the falsity of 
the first reports sent over the world about 
the steamship disaster was established. 

In the city Monday morning.“ said Alfred 
T. Stead, who went down 
with the Titanic,-“ the newsboys were cry- 
ing out that the Titanic had struck an ice- 
berg. I went to Lioyds and found reinsur- 
ance was being granted on the vessel at 50, 
40, and even as low as 25 guineas per cent 
This 
Was several hours after the Titanic sank. 

“I do not think anybody on this side of 
the water knew the facts. Whether anybody 
knew them in New York probably cannot be 
ascertained until an official investigation is 
made, 


Puzzled by the Olympic. 

“People are asking why the Olympic 
played so puzzling a part in connection with 
the tragedy. They are asking Why a ship 
with a long range wireless equipment turned 
the rescue work over to a weak vessel with 
a Mercon! range of only 150 mlies. 

“It may be answered that the Olympic 
was a mail boat under contract to deliver 
the malls promptly and subject to heavy 
penalties in the event of default. The Car- 
pathla was a pleasure craft with no such 
responsibility. But would any government 
have held a ship to a mail eontract or should 
any steamship company have thought of 
financial penalties in such a case? 

Left alone, the captain of the Olympic 
surely would have gone to the Titanic, even 
if he had heard that his going was consid- 
ered useless. Some persomhigh in authority 
must have ordered the captain of the Oly mpic 
to proceed on his voyage, leaving the Ti- 
tanic’s possible survivorg to other ships. 
Could it have been because of the Olympic’s 
adequate preparations to give all the news 
quickly to the world? 


Criticises Course of Ismay. 

The silence of the Carpathia seems in- 
solent and inexplicable. Did J. Bruce le may 
bully the captain? Mr. Ismay wag the big- 
gest man on the Carpathia and must be held 
responsible for that ship's amaging behavior. 

Speaking of Mr. Ismay, by what right 
was he saved? He was higher in the White 
Star service than the captain of the Titanic. 
Why did he not stick to the ship and share 
the fate of the victims of the line’s faults 
and misfortune? If he had been picked out 
of the water one could excuse him, but it is 
said here that he took a place in a boat—a 
place which certainly belonged to some 
woman or man for whose life the White Star 
line had assumed responsibility. The Amer- 
ican indignation is easily understood, and I 
hope all the facts in the affair will be brought 
to light.“ 


“MEN FIRST.“ SAYS SUFFRAGET. 


Miss Adams Says Women Aboard the 
Titanic Lost Chance to Help 
Their Cause. 


Philadelphia, Pa., April 19. [Special. 
Miss Lida Stokes Adams, a suffraget, today 
said the women passengers of the Titanic 
lost one of. the greatest chances ever pre- 
sented in the cause of suffrage that they did 
not assert themselves and prove that they 
are on the same plane with many men from 
the standpoint of personal courage. 

I think the women should have insisted 
that the boats be filled with an equal number 
of men and women, or that even the men 
should have had an equal chance of saving 
themselves, even if in brute strength they 
are stronger.

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Carpathia Commander Sends 
Official Report to the 
Canard Line. 


OFF TO MEDITERRANEAN. 


Ship Resumes Original Journey 
After Interruption of Four 
Days by Disaster. 


New York, April 19.—Less than twenty-four 

hours after the Cunard line steamer Car- 
pathia came in as a rescue ship with 745 sur- 
viyors of the Titanic disaster, she sailed 
again this afternoon for the Mediterranean 
cruise on which she started originally last 
week. 


Capt. A. H. Rostron of the Carpathia ad- 


dressed an Official report giving his account 
of the Carpathia's rescue work, to the gen- 
eral manager of the Cunard line, Liverpool. 
The report read: 

I beg to report that at 12:25 a. m. Monday, 
15th inst., I. was informed of urgent message 
from Titanic with its position. I imme- 


diately ordered ship turned around and put 


it In course for that position, we being then 
fifty-eight miles away. Had heads of all de- 
partments called and issued what I coneid- 
ered the necessary orders to be in preparation 
for any emergency. 


Finds Boats Among Ice. 

“At 2:40 a. m. saw flare half a point on 
port bow. Taking this for granted to be 6 
ship, shortly after we sighted our first ice- 
berg. I had ously had lookouts doubled, 
knowing that Titanic had struck ice and so 
took every care and precaution. We soon 
found ourselves in a field of bergs, large and 
smal], and had to alter our course several 
times to clear bergs. Weather ine and clear, 
ight airs on sea, beautifully clear night, 
though dark. 

We stopped at 44. m., thus doing distance 
in thre hours and a half, picking up the firs: 
boat at 4:10 a. m., boat in charge of officer, 
and he reported that Titenic had foundered. 
Ay 8:30 a. m. last boat picked up. All sur- 
vivors aboard and all boats accounted for— 
viz.: fifteen lifeboats, one boat abandoned, 
two Berthon boats alongside (saw one float- 
ing upward among wreckage), and according 
to second officer (senior officer saved) ons 
Berthon boat had not been launched, it 
having got jammed; making sixteen life- 


boats and four Berthen boats accounted for. 


By the time we had cleared the first boat it 
was breaking day, and I could see all within 
an area of four miles. We also saw that 
we were surrounded by icebergs, large and 
small, and three miles to the northwest of 
us a huge field of drift ice of large and small 
bergs in it, the icefield trending from north- 
west round west and south to southeast as 
fay as we could see either way. 


Californian Aids in Search. 

“At s a. m. the Leyiand steamship Call- 
fornian came up. I gave him the principal 
news and asked him to search and 1 wouid 
proceed to New York; at 8:50 proceeded full 
speed while researching 
disaster, and while we were getting people 
aboard I gave orders to get spare hands 
along and swing in all our boats, disconnect 
the falls, and hoist up as many Titanic boats 
ag possible in our davits; also get some on 
forecastie heads by Cerricks. We got thirteen 
lifeboats, six on forward deck and seven in 
davits. After getting all survivors aboard, 
and while searching, I got a clergyman to 
offer a short prayer of thankfulness for 
those saved, and also a short burial service 
for their loss, in the saloon. 

Before deciding definitely where to make 
for I conferred with Mr. Ismay, and, though 
he told me to do what I thought best, I in- 
formed him, taking evérything into consid- 
eration, I considered New York best. I 
knew we should require clean blankets, pro- 
visions, and clean linen. even if we went to 
the Azores. As most of the passengers 
saved were women and children, and they 
hysterical, not knowing what medical at- 
tention they might require, thought it best 
to go to New York. Also thought it would 
be better for Mr. Ismay to go to New York 
or England as soon as possible, and. know- 
ing I should be out of Wireless communica- 
tion soon if I proceeced to the Azores, it left 
Halifax. Boston, and New York, so I chuse 
the latter. 

Ignored Press Messages. 

„Again passengers were hysterical about 
ice, and I pointed out to Mr. Ismay the poesi- 
bilities of seelng ice if I went to Halifax 
Then I knew from the gravity of the disaster 
that it would be best to keep in touch with 
land stations as best I could. We have ex- 
perienced great difficulty in transmitting 
news, also names of survivors. Our wireless 
is poor, and again we have had so many in- 
terruptions from other ships and also 
messages from shore, principally press, 
which we ignored. 

I gave instructions to send first of all 
official messages then names of passengers, 
then survivors’ private messages. We had 


haze early Tuesday morning for several 


hours; again more or less all Wednesday 
from 5:20 a. m. to 5 p. m., strong south- 
southwesterly winds, and clear weather on 
Thursday with moderate rough sea. 


Praises Crew and Passengers. 

am pleased to say that all survivors 
have been very plucky. The majority of 
women, first, second, and third class, lost 
their husbands and considering all have been 
wonderfully well. Tuescay our doctor re- 
ported all survivors physically well. Our 
first class passengers have behaved splendid- 
ly, given up their eabine voluntarily and 
supplying the ladies with clothes, etc. We 
al! turned out of our cabins and gave them 
to survivors; saloon smoking room, library, 
etc., also being used for sleeping accommo- 
dation. Our crew also turned out to let 
the crew of the Titanic take their quarters. 

I am pleased to state that owing to prev- 
arations made for the comfort of survivors, 
none wefe the worse for exposure. etc. | 
beg to specially mention how willing and 
cheerful the whole of the ship's company 
behaved, receiving the highest praise from 
everybody. And I can assure you I am 
very proud to have such a company under my

HUSBAND DIED A8 HERO. 


Survivor Tells How He Help:d Crew 
Check Steerage Panic. 


Philadelphia, Pa., April 19.—In describing 
her experiences in the sinking of the Titanic, 
Mrs. George D. Widener. whose son and 
husband, a wealthy financier of this city, 
were drowned, said that she had seen Capt. 
Smith of the liner jump from the bridge 
into the sea and that a moment previous she 
had seen ancther officer turn a revolver upon 
himself and send a bullet into his brain. 


“Mr. Widener and 1 had retired to our cabin. 


for the night, she said. when the shock of 
crashing into the iceberg occurred. We 
though little of it and did not leave our cabin. 
We must have remained there an hour be- 
fore becoming fearful. 


Help to Calm Panic. 

“Then Mr. Widener went to our son Harry’s 
room and brought him to our cabin. A short 
time later Harry went tothe deck and hurried 
beck and told us that‘we must go on deck. 
Mr. Widener and Harry a few minutes later 
went on deck and aided'the officers wha were 
then having trouble with those in the steer- 
age. That was the last I saw of my husband 
or son. 

“I went on deck and was put into a lite 
boat. As the boat pulled away from the 
Titanic I saw one of the officers shoot him- 
self in the head and a few minutes later saw 
Capt. Smith jump from the bridge into 
the sea. 


Whole Family Overcome. 

Mrs. Widener is at her home at Elkins 
Park, Pa., near here. The entire Widener 
family which is among the most prominent 
in Philadelphia's financial and social cireles 
is overcome by the disaster. The family has 
received messages of sympathy from al 
parts of the world. : 


Seaman Tells of Captain’s Death. 
New York, April 19.—G. A. Hogg, able sea- 


man, told tonight of the fate of Capt. Smith. 


Hogg says that, as the Titanic sank, a hig 
wave washed him over the side and he landed 
on a ratt carrying thirty-five persons. 

‘The next moment I saw Capt. Smith in 
the water alongside the raft. ‘ There's the 
skipper,’ I yelled, ‘give him a hand, and 
they did. But he shook himeelf tree and 
shouted to ua, Good by, boys, I'm going to 
follow the ship.’ That Was the last we saw 
of our skipper.” | 

Hiogg said that later they were transferred 
to a lifeboat in which there was a woman: 
devoid of clothing. She was numb with the 
cold and some of the men took off their coais 
and wrapped her up in them, but she died 
soon afterward.

Dr. Frank Blackmarr Tells 


Scenes When Survivors 
Reached Carpathia. 


WOMEN AT BOAT OARS. 


Spot Where the Titanic Went 
Down Covered with All 
Sorts of Debris.

New York, April 19.—[Special]—On Mon- 
day morning at 1:15 the Carpathie’s 
wireless operator, Harold Thomas Cottam , 
picked up a distress signal from the 
It was the habit 
bey before retiring for the 
night to pick up the nearest ship and say 
“Good Night.“ Having received the distress 
signal, he at once notified the officers of the 
ship. When we arrived at the spot the 
Titanic had sunk. The sea was covered with - 
wreckage of all kinds. mahogany splinters, 
whité enameled woods, silk covered couches, 
pillows, and mattresses. We all saw a wom- * 
an's hat floating in the débris. One fur 
coat floated by, suspended on a piece of wood. 

From near at hand and from a distance, — 
too, the lifeboats were coming towards un. 
women occupying rowing seats in many of 
them, with a man at the tiller. Not a sound 
escaped their lips; no hysteria was in evi- 
dence. Their faces were pinghed with cold. 
The task of raising them from the lifeboats . 
to the ship’s deck was difficult. The wom- 
en with their dlistered hands found it hard 
to climb any ladders. The majority of them 
were lifted in by a swing which consisted of 
a board with a rope from each side, con- 
necting with a single large cable. 


Ready to Aid Survivors. 

Officers. stewards. and stewardesses had 
been on dutx for hours preparing to receive 
them. Thése same officers and crew after 
that had no opportunity to lie down for a rest 
until their journey was over. f 

Many of the women that came in the boats 
sat huddled together in the seats with a dead 
sailor tying in the bottom of the boat. 

When asked why it was there were so few 
men saved—an estimate of one in five—a 
woman passenger who had lost her husband 
said she had begged him to get into the boat 
with her, but that he refused out of sym- 
pathy for the poor fellows who were left. 


Astor Calmly Waited Death. 

Col. Astor, it is said, after placing his wife 
in a boat, as did some of the other rich men, 
returned to the middle of the deck of the 
Titanic, folded his arms, and went down with 
the ship. The conduet of these rich men ar 
to prove they were heroes. 

The only panic at the beginning, as 1 3 
stand it. was in the steerage. where there 
were many perrons who lacked self-control. 
There was no shooting, as I learn, except that 
a steerage passenger told me he saw an officer | 
trying to control the maddened rush by 
shooting two persons. This same officer shot 
himself a minute later. 


Climbed Ledge to Safety. 

The stairway of the Titenic was so crowded 
with steerage passengers that it was ut- 
terly impossible for some to gain the upper 
deck. One man told me he climbed along 
the ledge of the boat until he reached the 
deck, where he loosened a collapsible boat. 
A moment later the lifeboat was filled on 
its edges with women, children, and men. 
It began to sink with this load, and the 
women and children at the edge gradually 
slipped off. into the ocean. | 

The saddest moment of all, after the boat- 
loads had been landed on the deck of our 
ship, was to see the poor widows and sons 
and daughters whose family relations had 
been broken, standing at the rail, looking Into 
the distance with hands outstretched trying 
in hope to see their loved ones. There were 
numerous sek people on board, but the il 
ness Was not so much physical as it wes 
mental agony.

Coolness Enables Women to 
Fill Lifeboats; Major Re- 
assures Excited Men. 
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TOSSES COWARD ASIDE.

‘ “ The boats were lowered away one by one, 
and as I stood by my husband he said 
to me, Thank God for Archie Butt! Per- 
haps Maj. Butt heard it, for he turned his 
face toward us for a second. Just at that 
time a young man was pleading for per- 
mission to get into a lifeboat, and Butt had 
hold of the lad by the arm, like a big 
brother, and appeared to be telling him to 
keep his head. 
Maj. Butt heiped those poor frightened 
steerage people so wonderfully, tenderly, and 
yet with such cool and manly firmness. He 
was a soldier to the last.

PIMPLES ON FAGE 


Belief Is Turkey’s Foe Hopes to 
Foree the Powers to Stop 
the War. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 
LONDON, April 19.—Italy’s demonstration 
in the Dardanelles, like the earlier action at 
Beirut, bas only exasperated the Turks, 
while it has drawn forth much adverse com- 
ment in Europe, especially from Italy’s al- 
lied nations, Germany and Austria. 
The damage to the material interests of the 
powers through the closing of the straits is 
much resented by a section of the German 
press, which throughout the war has con- 
demned Italian action. These papers de- 
clare that. this last maneuver is Italy's 
crowning act of brainlessness. 


‘Italian Rentes Drop. 

The Berlin boerse was depressed on the 
latest development of the war. Italian rentes 
dropped, but Turkish paper was hardly af- 
fected. 
The rumor that Russia is secretly encour- 
aging Italy is persistent, but is denied by 
correspondents at St. Petersburg, where the 
military experts regard the Dardanelles at- 
tack as a big blunder. 
Speculation is universal as to what object 
Italy has in view by the closing of the 
straits It is officially declared at Rome that 
it is not intended to force the Dardanelles 
or land troops. 


Conjecture Not Accepted. 

The conjecture that the move is to cover 
the occupation of certain islands is not gen- 
erally “accepted, and it is thought in many 
places that it is the purpose of Italy to 
transform its quarrel with Turkey into a 
general eastern question, which will com- 
pel the intervention of the powers.

Shipping was made more safe by 
the establishment of numerous lighthouses 
and beacons and the building of a vessel to 
destroy derelicts at sea. and many acts for 
internal improvements in various parts of 
the country were fixed in the statutes. 

Laws were passed increasing the pensions 
of. soldiers’ widows, and removing certain 
restrictions upon them. A model child labor 
law for the District of Columbia was enacted. 
Provision was made for fortifying a naval 
base at Pearl Harbor, Hawaii, and fore 
dry dock at the same place. 

The efficiency of the army medica! corps 
was increased and the militia) tas, made an 
Integral part of the national military estab- 
lishment. The marine corps was increased. 
An immigration station was established at 
Philadelphia.

Establishment of an agency or bureau at 
the University of Iuinots to furnish informa- 
tion upon request te the legislature and aid in 
the preparation, drafting, and acrutiny of 
bills before their final passage. 

Amendment of the state insurance laws 80 
as to permit the organization, by employers 
of labor engaged in any industries coming 
within the provision of the workmen's com- 
pensation act, of insurance companies for 
their mutual insurance against liabilities 
incurred under the provisions of said act. 

Amendment of the rules governing both 
branches of the general assembly as will take 
from the presiding officers thereof the power 
to control the course of legislation and pre- 
vent the discussion of bills and a vote there- 
on.

OTHER FEATURES OF PLATFORM. 


Demand ts made for legislation regulating 
all railroad, telegraph, telephone, gas. elec- 
tric light, and power companies, street rail- 
ways. express companies, and common car- 
riers of all kinds, fixing the valuation of 
Plants of these corporations and their rates 
and services.so as to treat fairly the inter- 
ests of the investors and the public.” 
National legislation is urged for the mainte-

The Vegetable Garden. 


BY EBEN E. REXFORD. 


CORRESPONDENT writes to ask if it 
is as easy to grow vegetables as 
flowers. And if I would advise the 
owner of only a very small bit of 
_ ground to attempt their culture. 

There is really very little difference 
between flower and vegetable growing. Both 
require about the same treatment in the 
preparation of the soil, the sowing of the 
secd, and the after cultivation, which con- 
sists in keeping down weeds, and frequent 
stirring of the soll. As a general thing the 
‘ground should be richer for vegetables than 
for flowers, and it is advisable to spade it 
rather deeper to accommodate roots which run 
down into it farther than those of flowering 
plants. : 

If any one has only a small piece of ground 
that is available for vegetable growing I would 
by all means advise him or her to make the 
most of it by planting it to all kinds of com- 
paratively easy culture. True, not a great 
amount of anything may be grown on it, but 
whatever is grown will have a freghness are 
flavor far superior to that of most of the 
vegetables we get in the open market, and 
there is a good deal of pleasure connected 
with the fact that it Is something we have 
grown ourselves. And though only small 
quantities may. be grown, it will be found that 
quite a little saving can be made in the vege- 
table bill by planting the little places about 
the home to radishes, onfons, lettuce, and 
peas—the best kinds for the amateur to at- 
tempt the culture of. é 

— 


Radishes like a warm place to grow in— 
one fully exposed to the sun, and preferably 
a soil containing considerable sand, as that 
is quicker in its operation than soils of a 
heavier nature. A liberal quantity of some 
good fertilisef must be mixed with it. You 
cannot grow a good radish in poor soil, for 
in order to be satisfactory it must develop 
rapidly. Quick growth insures tenderness and 
fine flavor. Therefore, give this delicious 
vegetable—that is, delicious when well grown 
—the warmest corner of your garden, and 
feed it well, so that when once started it goes 
right ahead steadily and rapidly. There are 
several desirable varieties, but I consider 
Crimson Globe about the best of the lot. For 
the sake of making the radish plate attractive 
when on the table it may he well to grow a 
white variety also, as the white and scarlet 
sorts make a most attractive bit of color 
when ranged with a few green leaves. 

A row of lettuce four or five feet long will 
furnish all of this vegetable that a smal! 
family would care to make use of during the 
season. This, like the radish,

The 
general impression seems to prevail that one 
must have considerable ground at his dis- 
posal in order to make it worth while to at- 
tempt the culture of this plant, but you will 
be surprised at the quantity that can be 
grown in a few short rows. There are three 
varieties that I plant each year, for early 
cropping, and they invariably give the best 
of satisfaction, These are, American Wonder, 
Little Gem, and Early Morn. 
of the lot,.were I obliged to do so, I think 
my choice would be Early Morn, because’ of 
its most delicious flavor, which is quite 
Amilar to that of the late varieties, like Tele- 
phone and Champion of England — the two 
finest peas in cultivation today, allowing me 
to be judge. 

Keep the ground in which you grow 
vegetables stirred well, and especially so if 
the season happens to be a dry one. Don't 
think stirring the soil will cause it to dry 
out all the more, If it is kept light and open 
it will stand far more drought than the soil 
wrich is allowed to crust over, thus making 
it impossible for it to absorb whatever 
moisture. there is from dews and light 
showers. Therefore use the hoe and the weed- 
ing hook frequently.

Economical Housekeeping 


A Prune Dainty. 
BY JANE EDDINGTON, 
HOUGH often mentioned with scornful 
comment. thé prune is spoken of by 
physician and dietitian with all respect 
and friendliness. There is always one 
thing that any individual representative 
of this “sun kissed” fruit can do. He can al- 
ways sign himself “ Yours for health, Mr. Synny 
Prune.” 

Both the fastidious and the esthetie, as well 
as people of good sense without their attain- 
ments, are friendly to the prune. To be sure 
these people of highly developed tastes can 
often afford to buy and eat from the can the 


French prune, which comes at $1 or $1.25 a 


glass of about three pounas, or perhaps they 
get a good domestic imitation at two-thirds 
the price, But a prune is a prune and there 
is no enormous difference between the most 
expensive and those inexpensively dried. 
a 

The seed of the prune is always an obstruc- 
tien. It is more than half responsible for the 
unpalatable looking sauce dish of this fruit 
that so often decorates the boarding house 
table. For prune dainties of any sort the seed 
should always be removed, There is a pitted 
prune, but it has not come into general favor. 

The following prune dainty may be prepared 
from quite ordinary prunes, but the finer they 
are the better. It is quite ideal when prepared 
of a prune every writ. le of which has been 
smoothed out by cooking in the flreless cooker. 

Fried Prunes—Stew ha. a pound of prunes 
until the pits can be removed, Then remove 
the pts, roll in sugar and fry in two table- 
spoons of butter. Eat when hot or when cold. 

These may be eaten alone or with thin slices 
of bread and butter, or on small and thin hot 
biscuits or any hot bread, 

— 


In stewing prunes but the least it of sugar 
should be added. The prune sirup is often too 
sweet. Unsweetened prunes with the pits re- 
moved and simply rolled in sugar are an 
agreeable sweet while as for these fried they 
have an exceptionally nice taste. They can 
be rolled up individually in olled paper to 
make a most grateful end wholesome addition 
to a cold lunch or for a picnic relish. 

Nearly every person has some one ot the 
recipes for prune whip, out some of the prune 
puddings are less well known. A simple small 
dumpling cooked with the prunes in the sirup 
often makes an acceptable dessert. 

Tue following recipes ar taken from a pop- 
ular collection of foreign recipes: 

German Prune Pudding— Cook one pound 
of prunes in a large saucepan with sliced 
lemon, a piece of stick of c.nnamon and brown 
sugar. Soak one-half loaf of bread in water. 
press out dry. Add three eggs, one-fourth tea- 
speon each of cinnamon, cloves, and allspice. 
Add flour sifted with a teaspoonful. of baking 
powder, Make into a large roll, place in the 
center of the prunes, cover with brown sugar 
and a tablespoon of molasses and put in the 
oven to bake until done, Serve hot or cold.”

French Prune Soufflé—*“ Cook one-half pound 
of prunes until soft, remove the stones and 
cut the prunes into small pieces. Mix with 
some chopped nuts ari the yolks of three 
eggs well beaten with three tablespoons of 
pulverized sugar, Add one teaspoon of vaniila 
and the whites of the eggs beaten stiff.

“If a chairman for that ite were 
selected the whole slate could be finished 
within half an hour.“ said Ald. Fisher. 

“It could be done in léss time than that,” 
added Ald. Sitts. I am disgusted with the 
way this matter is dragging along. We have 
not turned a wheel today.” 


Cermak for Gas Chairman. 

Although the committee has not formally 
decided, t ts better than an ever wager 
that Cermak will be the boss of the gas and 
of] committee. He wants it. The three Re- 
{ publicans are not only willing that he shall 
have it, but are still demanding that Twigs 
de removed. 

The Democrats insist that he must have 
first place n some committee. If he gets 
any it probably will be schools, although the 
Republicans are opposed to placing him in 
any executive position. ‘They prefer Geiger 
for that place.

Objection Made to Slate. 

Cermak asserted that he would strenu- 
ously oppose the above selections, when the 
slate was ghown to him, but declined to 
say where he desires the changes. He added 
the prediction that the slate will not be, 
finished. finally until the trip back to Chicago 
is ended. Others on the committee declared 
enmiphatically that the assignments will be 
finished in évery detail before they will budge 
from the national capftal. “At each e eusion: 
they asgert, a plausible excuse was offered 
for delay and they permitted the matter to 
pass. Tonight the Republicans frankly ex- 
press the opinion that they have been 
tricked. 

It is probable that the committee will go 
into executive session the frst thing in the 
morning and complete their work. 


For Longer Aldermanic Term. 

The committee decided to indorse as indi- 
viduals a resolution directing the judiciary 
committee to prepare a bill extending the 
term of alderman to four years. Cermak 
said he had had the election commissioners 
reckon the cost of the last aldermanic elec- 
tion. The total figure, he asserted, is over 
$231,000 for both primary-and election. That 
is $20,000 more than the salaries of the alder- 
men for a year. The scheme is to have alder- 
manic elections every other year, one half of 
the council being elected at the mayoralty 
election and the remainder two years later. 
That would save the cost of two primaries 
and two elections every four years, and, ac- 
cording to Ald. Cermak’s figures, the salaries 
of the aldermen for half that period would be 
saved.

Government Investigator William C. Dan- 
nenberg was publicly rebuked by United 
States District Judge George A. Carpénter 
yesterday and informed that he should have 
been indicted instead of the Chinamen the 
official presented for trial on a charge of 
smuggling. 

The court ordered the dismissal * the de- 
fendant and instructed Dennenberg, who is 
one of the confidential aids of Charles F. 
DeWoody, division superintendent of the de- 
Partment of justice, to tell his superior ex- 
actly what was said from the bench. 

Moy Sing, a merchant at 455 South Clark 
street, was the defendant. With him were 
indicted A. Hong Key and Paul Nelson of 
Windsor, Ont.’ The evidence discloged 
that Dannenberg was aided by Opera 
Korngold and two professional ex- em 
who were on the government payroll at $4.50 
a day and expenses for six months collecting 
evidence. 

Arrange Car Signals. 

Dannenberg and his aide last August placed 

two Chinese boya, supposedly friends of the 
defendants, in a box car at Windsor and ar- 
ranged the signals which would lead to their 
liberation when the car reached South Chi- 
cago. 
“Dannenberg met the cat and whistled, as 
agreed upon. The stowaways knocked three 
times. Then Dannenberg released them and 
brought them to Moy’s store. Moy swore 
he didn't know the Chinese boys, but was 
willing to accommodate the government offi- 
clals. As soon as Moy agreed, Dannerberg. 
it is contended, drew his revolver and ar- 
rested Moy. 

Several indictments resulted. At a pre- 
vious hearing before Judge Landis, when 
Moy also was acquitted, the Chinaman swore 
that a bag containing $70 was lost in the 
méiée. Dannenberg then swore he didn't re- 
ceive the money. Nothing was said about 
it at yesterday’s trial. Moy testified he 
was placed at an expense of $2,000 disclosing 
the “ frame up.“ 

„Wrong Men Indicted.” 

In dismissing the case Judge Carpenter 
sald: 

The court is of the opinion that the wrong 
men have been indicted. The real parties 
who committed the crime were Dannenberg 
and the smugglers in the pay of the govern- 
ment. This court is unwilling to put its 
stamp of approval upon the commission of 
a crime by the government, or the participa- 


tien in the commission of a crime by the 


government. 

Nothing appears to me more obnoxious to 
the proper administration of justice then 
that the officers of the government can con- 
spire, finance and participate in the com- 
mission of a crime and then hold others 
guilty.” ...

This decision followed the running of the 
annual twenty-five mile marathon run of the 
Boston Athletic association, which cerved 
this year as an Olympic tryout, and was won 
today by Mike Ryan, the verteran distance runner 
of the Irish-American A. C. of New York.

Hatch finished in good physical condition, aside 
from his leg, and an hour later was aboard a train 
bound for Chicago.

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‘SEPTIC SORE THROAT. 

OR several weeks Chicago peopie 
have been having a kind of sore 
throat which has sometimes been 
called grip, sometimes. diphtheria, 
sometimes quinsy, and sometimes 
by. other names, It is not grip, for the 
grip germ is not present; it is not diph- 
theria for the same reason. It is a septic 
sore throat due to a streptococeus. The 
germ has been pretty well described by 
Winslow for Boston, Hamburger for Bal- 
timore, aud Davis and Rosenow for Chi- 

cago. | 
Hamburger gives the following as 
among the more prominent symptems: 
Chills and fever, convulsions if the pa- 
tient is an infant, sore throat, and some- 
times quinsy, Within a week the glands 
of the neck swell up and look like mumps, 
Sometimes the glands suppurated, more 
frequently they did not. cases de- 
veloped erysipelas; some Bright's disease. 
Peritonitis was the cause of death ‘n 
eight of the eleven fatal cases in Balti- 
more. In Baltimore it affected children 
more frequently; in a grown people. 


In the Journal of ¢ the American Medi- 
cal Association for April 18 Drs. Miller 
and Capps say: 

“Por several weeks we have been in- 
vestigating the possibility of the recent 
epidemic of streptococcus sore throat in 
Chicago originating in the milk supply. 
In our own personal observations we have 
found the great majority of the victims 
drank milk from one dairy. This fact, 
taken in connection with the sudden ap- 
pearance of a@ great number of cases 
over a large part of the city, has con- 
yinced us that the infection was probab'y 
spread by ‘means of _— * 


An epidemie of e kind is on at Balti- 
more. Among the deaths is that of the 
child of the assistant health commission- 
er. This epidemic began during Febru- 
ary. It was spread by a dairy whose pas- 
teuriser was broken and out of use dyr- 
ing the latter part of January and early 
in February. e dairy at best was not 
properly pasteurizing. On March 16 this 
dairy commenced pasteurizing properly, 
the newspapers advised the people to boil 
the milk, and the epidemic stopped. A 
similar epidemic is now prevailing at 


Concord, N. H. The best studied of al) 


these epidemics of milk botue septic sore 
throats was that in Boston of May, 1911. 

The point of practical interest is that 
every person getting a sore throat should 
have bacteriologic examination made for 
septic sore throat as well as for diph- 
theria. In the meanwhile, always and 
ever, drink no raw milk.

BOUT two months ago I mentioned 
in these letters the engagement of the 
A Marquis of Stafford, eldest son and 
heir of the Duke of Sutherland, to 
Lady Eileen Butler, the elder of the 
two daughters of the Barl of Lanesborough. 
The marriage, Which took place last week, 
was a grand affair, attended by a large 
crowd of interesting people, not to mention 
a few royalties. The bridegroom is 28 years 


This marriage united two remarkable houses 
of the British peerage. The Duke of Suther- 
land is so well known on both sides of the 
Atlantie and in most other parts ot the world 
that any extended description of his family 
or bimself seems almost superfiuous. 

The duke, by the way, has recently been 
attracting the particular attention of Canada 
by the purchase of great tracts of land in 
Canada, which he has planned to divide into 
farms for the settlement of such of the ten- 
ants of his Scottish estates who may desire 
to exchange their lot from leaseholders in 
Scotland to freeholders of fertile land within 
the wide frontiers of Canada.

REMARKABLY penetrating study in 
feminine psychology is Anne War- 
wick's THE UNKNOWN WOMAN,” 
which leads the reader vitally into the 
secret places of Sandra Maury and 1¢- 

veals the blankness that is there. For San- 
dra, dominated by intense jealousy, has been 
architect of her own soul and she has dojib- 
erately made herself a creatufe all colorless 
and lifeless—as pretty and as meaningless 
as a chiseled ornament. She holds herself 
absolutely away from the surging emotions 
about her and approximates marble as nearly 
as flesh and blood can. She gets on well, 60 
she assures her smothered personality, bat 
she drives her family and few intimate asso- 
ciates to madness.

In her early married life she put herself 
away from herself, became a mere shell, be- 
cause her dear ones admitted others besides 
herself into their circle of affection. In or- 
der to save herself the pain of divided love 
she calmly murdered all her love life.

And when Muffet ‘ost 
her heart to her mother’s former lover, a man 
as old as her father and to whom her father 
objected strenuously, life became stirring in 
the house of Maury. Other misfortunes 
heaped up, as misfortunes will in life, and 
financial difficulties, loss of prestige, worry, 
and lack of sympathy finally brought Maury 
to the verge of despair, when—Sandra resur- 
rects her soul. In spite of her vigorous re- 
sistance, she is obliged to recognize that self- 
control is beautiful but repression is repel- 
lant, and she yields to the call of the human, 
flings herself into life again, glad to suffer as 
well as torejoice. Miss Warwick has written 
an effective and thought stimulating story 
that weighs with great nicety the womanly 
qualities of helpfulness and hindrance.’

A Tragedy of 5 813 fs: 


BY HERBERT CAXTON. 

OME one calling himself James Bryce 

has written “THD STORY OF A 
PLOWBOY” (Lane company), but 

as this is also the name of the book’s 

hero, it is probably a disguise. Who- 

ever the writer is he has written something 
which cannot but make a reader stop and 
ponder. It is à tale of labor in Scotland, 
labor in the fields and in the cluttered cities 
which grips you like a Greek tragedy. That 
much of it is drawn directly and accurately 
from life and that some of it is autobiograph- 
ical there can be no doubt. It has too, 
the trivialities and the inconsistencies which 
obtrude themselves in life even in the pres- 


ence of tragedy, and it also has that incom- 


pletion which all life has. 

The suffering, the injustice, the ideality, 
the tenderness, the revolt, the wonder and 
longing, the chafing under an inexorable sys- 
tem of society, the bitterness and hope which, 
all bound together, make up the bundle of 
average existence the world over are here 
revealed in this terrible indictment of mod- 
ern conditions, 

The brutally treated plowboy ig at length 
delivered from his bondage and placed among 
the lower bondmasters, there to learfi the 
methods by which those who have take 
from those who have not. His latest ideality 
awakes at knowledge of the wrong done to 
suffering humanity, and he gives up position, 
chances, and love to alleviate such distress 
as he can and to speak words of cheer to 
his fellows. His success is indifferent. He 
finds his advice sometimes refused, sometimes 
denied, and sometimes refuted, but a little 
seed here and there falls on fallow ground. 
The men he would benefit war with each 
other and often display the unreason and 
rapacity they decry in their enemies. They 
lack solidarity and stand on no firm footing 
of principle. 

When he thinks be has at last made a start 
towards his ideal he finds himself check- 
mated once more and again a wanderer with- 
out the means to help his fellowman. Thus 
the book ends as it began in apparent hope- 
lessness. It is the modern tragedy which 
holds the boards in every country where 
the laborer is asking his brother why they 
both are denied. the fruits of their toll, and 
what they can do to retain them, which ques- 
tions have not yet been successfully an- 
swered by any leader or any political party's 
platform. James Bryce, the hero of this 
book, could not answer them, nor does James 
Bryce, the author, pretend to do so. That 
an answer is coming there can be no doubt, 
but it may take a form different from any 
which has been predicted. Mr. Edwin Mark- 
ham has written an appreciation which is 
used as a preface to the work.

ure which the singers afforded the audi- 


} ence assembled in Orchestra hall Thursday 


there can be slight question as to its use- 
fulness. Mendelssohn's difficult oratorio 
“ Elijah ” was presented: with such admira- 
dle results as to its choral aspects that one 
is justified in applying the severest stand- 
ards in estimating the performance. 

The conductor, Thomas A. Pape, is an ama- 
teur like the singers he has trained. But 
he has made a technically efficient chorus 
from the excellent material at his disposal. 
The voices are fresh, the attack precise, the 


tonal balance good, and the responsiveness to 


the interpretative intentions of the conduc- 
tor, elastic and sympathetic. The tempi were 
wisely chogen. ere was tasteful employ- 
ment of contra8t and vigor and decision 
marked the presentat of every choral 
number. 


The Thomas 3 was engaged to sup - 
ply the ace niments, the directors of the 
society doubtless desiring to make the per- 
formance complete in every detail.
